1. taking direct military action against the: itinentad United States; 

2. taking direct military action, employiité and Satellite Armed 
Forces, against vital U.S. possessions, are 8 : puphers! 0 the Soviet 
Orbit, and Western Europe; 7 

3. conducting clandestine attack by mass acute action: weapons against 
the Continental. United States, vital U.S. possessions, areas pveneneret 
to the Soviet Orbit, and Western Europe; 

4, interfering with U.S. strategic air attack; 

5. interfering with ‘U.S. movement of men and material bY water 
transport; 

6. production and stockpiling, including location of fnstalintions and 
facilities, of atomic and related weapons, other critical weapons and 
equipment, and critical transportation equipment;

national security, short of commitment of Soviet and Satellite Armed
